CONOMIC blockade is one 
of the most important 
Ways in which naval power 
is manifested. 

Not that it {sg confined to 
navies, a8 Js sometimes stated. 
Quite the contrary. 

An army spread out along an 
enemy's frontier can, and does, 
exercise a far’ more complete 
blockade over that frontier than 
is possible at sea, where it is very 
ditficult to prevent an occasional 
cargo sipping through. . 

What makes the naval blockade 
50 fmportant ts the large volume 
of international trade that is car- 
ried by ships. 

The crippling effect of the Bri- 
tish naval blockade of Germany In 
the last war js well-known. A pro- 
gressive shortage of food gradually 
demoralised the German people, 
especially the clvil population, who 
bore the brunt of it. 


“THE German war cffort 

was also gravely hamp- 

ered by the Increasing 
scarcity of many essential com- 
modities, such as copper, nickel, 
cotton, rubber; In spite of the 
melting down of church bells, door 
handles, and stalr rods, the re- 
placement of the nickel coinage by 
fron, and the removal of rubber 
from bicycle tyres, billiard tables, 
and even )ables' bottles. 

The Germans, of course, did 
their best to return the compll- 
ment, chiefly by means of their 
submarines. For a time they 
made things very unpleasant for 
-us, but in the end we managed to 
defeat, their submarine campaign, 
and thus ensured the maintenance 
of our own supplics. 

We did so by a variety of 
measures, among which food 
rationing, the intensive construc- 
tion of merchant ships. and offen- 
sive action against the enemy 
submarines by destroyers, sloops, 
trawlers, drifters, submarines, 
decoy ships, and motor-boats, with 
the aid of airships, aeroplanes and 
even sea Mons and seagulls, all 


played a part. . 
* counteraction of all 
was the « introduction 
of convoy, enabling merchant 
shipping to be more easy pro- 
tected and hostile submarines 
more effectively attacked. If 
only we hag taken steps to or- 
ganise n convoy system earlier in 
the war, we should “not have 
suffered so close a shave. 

Thus there was blockade, and 
successful blockade, of Germany by 
us; and counter-blockade, though 
ultimately unsuccessful, of us by 
Germany. How would we stand in 
thdse matters now, if war with 
Germany were again to come? 

On the offensive side, our naval 
control of senborne commerce 
destined for Germany, remarkably 
effective last time, should be ren- 
dered cven tighter by the great 
scouting facilities which modern 
alrcraft can provide.

As it ly, even rice has to be Im- 
ported, to a certain © extent, from 
Formosa; supplies from the surround- 
ingt districts not being suMcient for 
{he requirements of the populace. 

Even nt present, a large number 
of people have no means of earning 
a living, and free rice has to be 
provided by the Japanese authorities, 
or sold to them at below cost. 

There are many more shops now 
opened, but it is doubtful ff much 
trade Is done, and the sound of “mah 
jong” cards can be heard from many 
shops during all hours of the day. , 

According to figures supplied by 
the Japaneso Consulate-Gencral,: 
there are at present about 6,800 
Japanese nationals residing in the 
city, and the surrounding districts of 
Fatshan and Whampoa, with only 
74 living on Shameen.

CONOMIC blockade is one 
of the most important 
ways in which naval power 
is manifested. 

Not that it 1s confined to 
navies, os is sometimes stated. 
Quite the contrary. | 

An army spread out along an 
enemy’s frontier can, and docs, 
exercise n far more complete 
blockade over that frontier than 
is possible at sea, where it {s very 
diMcult to prevent an occasional 
cargo sipping through. 

What maker the naval blockade 
50 Important Js the large volume 
of International trade that {9 car- 
ried by ships. 

The crippling effect of the Bri- 
tish naval blockade of Germuny in 
the last war is well-known. A pro- 
@ressive shortage of food gradually 
demorallsed the German people, 
especially the civil population, who 


bore the brunt of it, 
* was also pravely hamp- 
ered by the Increasing 
Scarcity of many essential com- 
modities, such as copper, nickel, 
cotton, rubber; in spite of the 
melting down of church bells, door 
handles, and stalr rods, the re- 
placement of the nickel coinage by 
fron, and the removal of rubber 
from bicycle tyres, billard tables, 
and even babies’ bottles. 

The Germans, of course, did 
thelr best to return the compli- 
ment, chiefly by means of thelr 
submarines. For o time they 
made things very unpleasant for 
us, but in the end we managed to 
defeat their submarine eampalgn,; 
and thus ensured the maintenance 
of our own supplies. 

We did so by a varicty of 
measures, among which food 
rationing, the intensive construc- 
tion of merchant ships, and offen- 
sive action asgainst the enemy 
submarines by destroyers, sloops, 
trawlers, drifters, submarines, 
decoy ships, and motor-boats, with 
the ald of airships, acroplancs and 
even: sen Mons and seagulls, all 
played a part, 


THE German war effort

dependence on over-scas supplics, 

It would be {dle to deny that she 
has been largely sucecssful in 
doing so. In particular, her pro- 
portion of home-grown food is 
much higher than in 1014. 

Yet there are certain commod!- 
ties, among which are rubber, cot- 
ton, hemp, wool, and vegetable 
olls, for which she ts largely de- 
pendent on overseas shipments, 
though storage has probably been 
arranged In these cases, 

The petroleum situation fs un- 
certaln. Coal distillation and the 
use of producer gas have reduced 
Germany's overseas requirements, 
and access to Rumania ollficlds 
would reduce them still more. 


IT {s very doubtful, 

however, whether tho 

enormous quantities 
of petrol and other Mauid fuel she 
would require in war could all be 
obtained from European sources. 

Germany has undoubtedly im- 
proved her economic strategical 
Position, and could therefore Inst 
out longer “against a hostile 
blockade. But, given time, it 
would bring her down as surely as 
before. 

It 1s important to note, more- 
over, that Germany's partner, 
Italy, ts extremely vulnerable to 
naval blockade, No lesa than 60 per 
cent. of her supplics are brought 
In by sen, 70 per cent. coming 
through elther the Straits of Gib- 
raltar or the Sucz Canal. Italy 
could therefore be subjected im- 
mediately to very severe economic 


pressure, which must take effect in | 


a comparatively short time, 

Then we come to tho defensive 
side of the case, If Germany has 
rendered herself less susceptible to 
naval blockade, does the same ap- 
ply to us?

THE chief menace in the

Uonable, There tsa clear possi- 
bilty that the alr threat against

For instance, if alr attack ean 
elther amash up the London Docks 
or bring tho work there to a 
standatill, the effect will be tho 
same ao if an impenetrablo navel 
blockade ine were stretched 
across the mouth of the Thames. 

Our obvious counter to this ad- 
verso contingency ‘is to take our 
shipping away from the Channel 
and the North Sea and bring it in 
to tho western ports at Plymouth, 
Falmouth, Milford, Avonmouth, 
Cardiff, Liverpool and the Clyde. 

But even the western ports are 
not outside bombing range, and 
no one can yet tell for certain to 
what extent alr attack could Inter- 


-fere with the safe arrival 6f our 


vital supplics, 
THIS feeling of uncer- 

* tainty, amplifed as iy 
is by the know- 
ledge that the volume uf our 
shipping has scrlousty deelincd 
since 1918, Is nt the root of the 
current demands for storare, de- 
mands which reach os high as 1 
year's supply. 2 

The objection to storage on ans 
extensive scale is that it costs 1 
much, I calculate that.it woul: 
come to £24,000,000 a year to las 
up @ year’s basic food supply. Thi: 
{5 a lot of moncy, and there would 
be the danger of the food poing 
bad, being caten by rats, or other- 
wise contaminated. 

Over and above this, It seems 
preferable to put any available 
money Into more alrcraft or anti- 
aircraft guns, with a view to en- 
suring that enemy aircraft do not 
come to bomb the ports and mer- 
chant shipping, or that they get 
shot down if they do. The fnan- 
clal equivalent to a year's storarc 
would be about 500 Mrst-line alr- 
craft. 

Naval history shows that, in se. 
warfare, the only sure way of de- 
feating ® hostile blockade 1s to 
outfight the blockaders, not to out- 
provision them. It will be surpris 
ing if the same principle is not 
found to hold good jn the alr,

Rofugees Return 


To Canton ae 


Population 
Rises By 
100,000 


. : Canton, Aug. 21. 

In the past month or so, the 
population of Canton has Inereased 
hy about 106,000, making a total of 
approkimately 700,000 people, ace 
cording to a fairly rellable estimate. 

The increase is principally due to 
the fall in the value of the National 
dollar, forelng refugees in Hong- 
hong and Macao to return to their 
homes here, . 

For’ instance, the last trips made 
by the Fatsban and Shing Cheong 
‘rom. Hongkong and Macao respec- 
tively, brourht in a total of about 
1500 persons, while on their respec- 
tive return voyages, it Is stated, not 
nore than 1,000 bookings were made. 

While the continued Influx gives 
the city a somewhat more normal 
nppparance, it Js doubted !f such 
increases are welcorned by the local 
authorities, 

It ts learned that the majority of 
the present population are not in- 
dependent economically, Thus, it is 
felt that sooner or tater, a serious 
problem will crop up ns how to feed 
those without means of subsistence, 

As it is, even rice has to bo Sm- 
ported, to a certain extent, from 
Formosa; supplics from the surround- 
ing districts not being sufficient for 
the requirements of the populace. 

Even ot present, o large number 
of peopic hnye no means of earning

Thrilling Story 
Of Detective’s 
Robber Chase 


A PISTOL duel between a wounded detective, and 
four armed robbers and the shooting ‘and killing of a 
woman pedestrian were some of the special features 
detailed by Mr. J. B. Prentis, Assistant Crown Solicitor’ in 
opening the dramatic armed robbery trial, in which three 
men were arraigned before His Honour the Chicf Justice 
Sir Atholl MacGregor at the Criminal Sessions to-day. 


The defendants were 
32, Lat Yau, 31, and You Sang, 32, 
and apart from other offences, they 
were charged with robbing a gold- 
smith's shop at 449 Shanghai Street, 
Yaumati, on May 30, of 76 gold Anger 
rings, 75 gold bangles, 12 fold car- 
rings and 21 other old ornaments. 

You Sang, pleaded gyllly to the 
charge of robbery and possession of 
arms and ammunition, but the other 
two men pleaded riot puilty to all the 
counts against them. 

Tsang Sang was further charged 
with Intent to murder L/Sergeant 
Clitford Pope, and alternatively with 
shootings with intent to matm, dis- 

le Sergeant Pope, .or 
rder to resist lawful arrest. He

Mr. Prentis said: "The story of 
this case is that of a robbery which 
took place at the Winn Cheung Gold- 
smili's shop at 449 Shanghal Streot 
on May 30, Five men took part in 
the robbery and after the robbery a 
fong chase took place through — the 
streets of Youmati and ending In the 
Homuntin hills where three of the 
robbers were captured and part of the 
proceeds of the robbery were re- 
covered. 

“Shortly before noon on May 30 all 
the workmen of the shop were, at 
their usual places with the exception 
of an apprentice, Leung Ki, who was 
sitting at fhe ‘entrance of the shop. 
Another apprentice Leung Hul was at 
the back of the shop.

Robbers Open Fire 

Mr, Prentis then described how an 
employee of the shop Leung Wing 
went into Dundas Street through the 
buckdour blowing his police whistle. 
As the robbers turned into Dundus 
Street one of them turned ‘around 
and fired two shots at Leung, and 
three other shots-were discharged at 
him when the robbers reached 
Cheung Sha Street. . 

However, Leuny continued — the 
chase and was at Sal Yeung Chol 
Street when his cries of “robbers” 
attracted the attention of detective 
Tang Kal who wis escorting two 
women prisoners, 

Referring to Tang, Mr. Prentis 
“He heard those cries of “rob- 
jbers” ond saw five men coming to- 
wards him, and as they came to- 
wards him they noticed him. — He 
was dressed in the ordinary black 
clothing of a detective and they were 
probably suspicious of him, because 
they drew their revolvers and point-

Arrests Described 

Mr. Prentis, then went on to 
describe the first and second defend~ 
ants’ arrest In an enclosure at Ho- 
muntin after they hod escaped from 
being captured by  Det.-Sergeant 
Clifford Pope on a hill, Detective 
Irspector: Carey and Det.-Sergeant 
Pope entered the enclosure ‘and the 
first defendant was located by the 
Detective Sergeant. Second defend- 
nnt Was arrested by a detective 
sitatloned at the gate of the enclosure. 

In evidence, Lung Kung, managing 
partner of the shop, sald that he was 
in the shop when the five robbers 
entered, Four were armed and by 
breaking the glass counter they tool 
Jewellery, worth over $2,000, At an 
identification parade held -he could 
not identify any of the robbers. The 
jewellery produced In Court was the 
property of his establishment. 
Leung, KG said that he was sitting 
outside the door of the shop when 
the frst defendant entered and polnt- 
ed a revolver at him, He ran to the 
back of the premises and later went 
with Leuny, Wing to Dundas Street 
where he faw five men running. 
Four of them had firearms, Attend- 
ing cin identification parade held on 
May 31, he Identified the first de- 
feundanmt, who had pointed a mun at 
am. 


Accused's Quastions

Leung sald when the robbers were 
at the carner of Dundas Street two 
of them turned around and fired shots 
ot him. Three other shots were 
directed at him when he followed the 
men up to Cheung Sha Street. 

The robbers proceeded through 
‘Nathan Road, Soy street, Sul Yeung 
Choi Strect to Argyle Strect, and he 
followed them ata distance of 40 or 
50 feet, - aes SP nee 

When the robbers were somewhere 
near house No, 60 they exchanged 
revolver shots with a detective. . 

"T saw the detective being hit on 
the left arm and oulso ot woman 
clasping her ubdomen,” said Leung. 

The robbers then passed under the 
railway bridge at Argyle Street and 
eventually split up. He Jater returned 
to 449 Shanghai Street and reported 


to the police officers there. 


Detcctive’s Evidence 

Detective Tang Kal then testified 
and in the course of this he showed 
the Court WMis> left) arm = owhere a 
bullet had gone through. 

Tong said that he was tn Sal 
Yeung Chol Street when he saw five 
men rin pass him and at the same 
time--bo. heard shouts. of. “robbers'” 
‘He turned to look at the men, and 
three of them pointed revolvers ut 
him. He told them “I am not a 
policeman, Don't shoot," and they 
cantinued on their way. 

Tang said he followed the robbers 
into Argyle Street and there he 'ex- 
changed shots with them and was 
wounded on the left arm, He con- 
tinued to pursuc the robbers up to 
Homuntin where he handed the chase 
over to ather officers and returned to 
the Mongkok Police Station from 
where he was sent to hospltal. 

Det.-Sergeant Pope said that he 
and Inspector Carey and others went 
from 449 Shunghal Strect on May 30 
to the Homuntin hills where three of 
the robbers had been sald to have 
ascended, 

“We split up into two groups and I 
and constable Ho Fook walked along 
the ridge of a hill for about 15 
minutes.

An Inquiry into the death of a 
Chinese male, Mak Ying, 35, who 
was Icnocked down by a tram-car, 
No. 99 on July 27, the night of the 
binck-out, ut about 6.30 p.m., was 
heard before Mr. Rt.

Doctor R. E, Alvares, Medical OM- 
cer in charge of the Victorla Mor- 
tuary, sald at about 9.30 a.m. on July 
28, the body of deceased was identl- 
fled by ‘the driver and conductor of 
Tram-car No, 99. There were mul- 
tiple Injuries on the head and left 
tide of the deceased's body. There 
were two fractures on the skull one 
at the base and one near the fore- 
head. Six ribs on the left side were 
fractured, The spleen was torn by 
the fractured ribs, 

Nit Hing, 43, driver of Tram-car 
No, 92, said at nbout 6.30 p.m. on the 
evening of July 27 his tram was 
travelling west at seven or eight miles 
per hour, When passing a request 
ston opposite East) Point Terrace, 
Cnuseway Bay, he saw another tram- 
car on the cast) bound line.
